Recently that eminent journal the Arittst 
Medical discussed the somewhat: delicate 
subject of how many women obtain ‘their 
hair.’ Where, it asks, do some hairdressers 
procure the glorious locks that adorn their 
windows ? Black hair, it may be conjectured, 
comes {rom the South, just as blonde mostly 
ewianates from rhore northeru latitudes, . ‘As 
a matter of fact, the bulk: of the supply of 
human hair employed as additional adora- 
ments. oo women’s coiffures in Europe and 
America comes from China, and large edn 
sigaments pass through. Hongkong every 
year. In this connection, by the way, Mr. 
Francie ‘Trollope, io his “Summer in Brite 
tany,” has a description of a hair market 
there. Ia various parts of the motley crowd, 
he says, there were three or four’ different 
purchasers of human hair who travel the 
country and attend the fairs for the. purpose. 
of purchasing the tresses of the peasant girls, 
These have. ‘particularly fine hair and fre- 
quently in ‘the greatest abundaace,’: Mr, 
Trollope saw several: girls sheared. one’ after 
the other like sheep with as. many more’ 
standing ready for the shears, with caps in 
hand aud their long hair combed: out down 
to their waists,’ Some of the operators were 
men, some women, By the side of the dealer’ 
was. placed a large basket into which 
cvery successive crop. of: hair, tied up-into 
‘itself, was thrown, . We-do oot suppose that 
one-could find many Chinese willing to cut 
off their queues for sale to a dealer; but the 
allegation is that the hair-dealers of Canton 
and other centres, from which Jarge supplies 
of human hair are received for the manufac- 
tureol women's sham coilfures, have been dis: 
covered exhuming corpses for the sake of the 
hair,.
